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DISTRICT WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE—ROCKINGHAM, SS 


To the inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head, a Village District in the 
Town of North Hampton organized under the provision of 
Chapter 196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to vote in District 
affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Union Chapel, 7 Willow 
Avenue in this District, on the first Tuesday in September next, 
being the First Day of September, 1987 at 6:30 p.m. for the follow- 
ing purposes: 


Article One: To elect a Moderator, a Clerk, a Treasurer, and an 
Auditor for the ensuing year. 


Article Two: To elect one Commissioner for a term of three years 
following the expiration of the term of A. Michael Burnell at the con- 
clusion of this meeting. 


Article Three: To hear the reports of the Clerk, the Treasurer, the 
Commissioners, the Zoning Inspectors and others (which reports are 
included in this Report), and to take such action as you may desire with 
regard to them. 


Article Four: To see if the District will accept in whole or in part the 
Budget as approved by the Municipal Budget Committee, and as repro- 
duced in the Annual Report. 


Article Five: To take such action as you may desire with regard to 
giving the Treasurer of the Village District authority to borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes upon the written request of two or more of the 
Commissioners, and to disburse the funds of the Village District upon 
the approval of the Commissioners, or any two of them. 


Article Six: To see if you will authorize the Commissioners to apply 
for, to accept, and to expend without further action by this Village 
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District, monies from the State of New Hampshire, the Federal Govern- 
ment, other governmental units, or private sources in accordance with 
the Revised Statutes Annotated Chapter 31. 


Article Seven: To see if the Village District of Little Boar’s Head will 
authorize the Commissioners, or any two of them, to transfer unexpend- 
ed funds in the specific amount of not more than Six Thousand Dollars 
($6,000.00) into the Little Boar’s Head Improvement Fund as set up and 
administered by the Trustees of Trust Funds of the Town of North 
Hampton, such funds to be later removed from there as may be 
necessary to pay for repairs to our sidewalk system. 


Article Eight: To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be needed for the purposes included in the budget, including the ex- 
tinguishing of fires, the lighting or sprinkling of streets, the planting 
and care of shade and ornamental trees, the supply of water for domestic 
and fire purposes, the construction and maintenance of main drains and 
common sewers, the construction, maintenance and care of parks and 
commons, the maintenance of activities for recreation, the control of 
pollen, insects, and pests, the impoundment of water, the maintenance 
of roads, the appointment and employment of watchmen and police of- 
ficers, the enactment and enforcement of zoning regulations, and all 
other miscellaneous District expenses for the ensuing year. 


Article Nine: To transact such other business as may legally come 
before said meeting.

Report of the Commissioners of the 
Village District of Little Boar’s Head 


“Behold the Sea” 


As we again report to you on the condition of the Village District of 
Little Boar’s Head we are reminded of the stirring words “Behold the 
sea!” with which a full chorus opens Raef Vaughn William's “A Sea Sym- 
phony” based on poems by Walt Whitman. So too, in L.B.H. we behold 
the sea. Whether our homes border on it or are removed slightly from 
it, we are all influenced by its presence. It is one of the principal reasons 
we choose to live here. 

Activities 

We have made some progress—and we have failed to make some 
progress—in some of the areas of service to you, our residents. We have 
begun to substitute concrete walks in an area where we have tradi- 
tionally had board walks—at Bass Beach. We hope to go further in the 
ensuing year. However, we will not replace board walk with concrete 
in the area which is commonly devastated by storms in the winter— 
the south end of Bass Beach. We also plan to replace existing sidewalks 
where they have become worn and broken. This is for the benefit and 
enjoyment of our many residents who walk, jog, or bike along to enjoy 
the striking ocean views. 

On street lights—we have three, only one of which is currently in order. 
Another was taken down by the snow plows and the third had the line 
cut when they re-laid the water line. 

On the positive side, however, pick-up along our major streets has im- 
proved, thanks to the good work of Dorothy Marson and Commissioner 
Burnell and his offspring. Mowing along the front has been done at a 
reduced cost but with less frequency. 


Specific Concerns 


Litigation is still pending between our District and one of our 
residents, the result of numerous complaints from neighbors regarding 
violations of our dog control ordinance. This matter has dragged along 
for some time and we are taking steps to try to bring it to a conclusion. 

Together with the Selectmen of North Hampton we are keeping in- 
formed on the matter of the Seabrook Station. We have been concerned 
regarding its safety, the matter of a satisfactory evacuation plan, and 
the matter of limited liability under any revision of the Price-Anderson 
Act. We will keep you informed. 


The Salt Marshes 


We had hoped to have a partial solution to the deterioration of our 
two salt marshes. We felt we had such a solution with regard to the 


drainage of Bass Beach marsh, and last year had appropriated $2,000 
as matching funds for a plan to open the trunk there. This project has 
been deferred due to the possible effect it might have on some property 
owners. There may be Federal funds available for another grant for a 
more definitive survey and comprehensive mapping project. This is be- 
ing explored through the good offices of one of our property owners. 


The Budget 
The budget this year is one of the more modest in recent memory. This 
is because we did not spend some of last year’s appropriations, and also 
the fact that we will fund some of the sidewalk repairs from Trust Funds. 


Sanitation 

Our neighboring Town, Rye, is having problems regarding the disposi- 
tion of their sewage, and has discussed with the North Hampton Select- 
men and your Commissioners the possibility of passing a pipe through 
our Village District to tie in to the Hampton system. Our position is 
that this is agreeable with us providing the pipe runs along Ocean 
Boulevard, that the plans are submitted to us for approval, and that 
when finished the area will be restored to its original condition. We do 
not know the eventual outcome of this but we do know the problem in 
Rye has not been resolved as yet. 


Growth 

There continues to be heavy growth in Southern New Hampshire in 
general and in the Seacoast area in particular. In 1890 there were 24 
domiciles in Little Boar’s Head. In 1920 there were 46. In 1986 there 
were 140. All of this brings somewhat mixed blessings. These economic 
forces have resulted in land prices becoming elevated and increased the 
necessity for careful zoning laws and administration. 

To this end we held a zoning seminar this spring which was addressed 
by Ann Thompson, Esq., of the firm of Sanders and McDermott in 
Hampton. This was attended by members of our Zoning Board of Ad- 
justment, Commissioners, and others. Our position on all of this is that 
we feel you, our residents, support us in our careful and vigorous en- 
forcement of our zoning laws. We welcome your comment and your in- 
put in the matter of zoning. 


General 
Finally, we thank all the various persons who contribute so much of 
their time and effort to make our Village District work. All are 
unpaid—the Secretary, the Treasurer, the members of the Zoning Board 
of Adjustment, and of course your Commissioners. Without this healthy 
volunteerism there would be no Little Boar’s Head.

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Report of the Village District Clerk 
of the 1986 Annual Meeting of 
Little Boar’s Head 


Minutes of the Annual Meeting of the Village District of Little Boar’s 
Head, held September 2, 1986 in the Union Chapel on Willow Avenue 
in said District and commencing at 6:30 pm. 


At 6:30 pm Carl A. Keyser, Moderator, opened the meeting and ex- 
plained the rules under which he would conduct same, 46 persons were 
present. He then took up each Article in the warrant as follows: 


Article 1. Under this article the following persons were elected to 
the named positions for the ensuing year and each election was 
unanimous: 

Mr. Car] A. Keyser for the position of Moderator (one year). 
Katherine A. Crotty (Mrs. Leo Crotty) for the position of Clerk (one 
year). 

Jane S. Silbaugh (Mrs. Hugh Silbaugh) for the position of 
Treasurer (one year). 

Mr. Car] A. Keyser for the position of Auditor (one year). 


Article 2. The election of one Commissioner to serve for a period of 
three years (1986-1989), James M.E. Mixter was duly elected. 


Article 3. Reports of Clerk and Treasurer were presented and ac- 
cepted with thanks. 

Commissioner’s report printed on pages 6-7 of Annual Report was 
presented by Mr. Southworth. He thanked Mrs. Spinney for her work 
as Treasurer and also Mr. Donald O’Brien for his work on the zoning 
board. 


Article 4. The same discount of Precinct Taxes as the Town allowed 
on Town taxes was passed. 


Article 5. The report of the budget for the ensuing year 1986-1987 
(page 17 of the Annual Report) was examined and the amount stated 
to be raised by taxation ($14,500.00) was approved and appropriated. 


Article 6. It was moved, seconded and passed to give the Treasurer 
of the District authority to borrow money in anticipation of taxes and 
to disburse the District’s funds only upon approval of two or more of the 
District Commissioners. 


Article 7. It was moved, seconded and passed to authorize the Com- 
missioners of the District to apply for, to accept, and to expend without 
further action by the Village District, monies from the State of New 
Hampshire, the Federal Government, other governmental units, or 
private sources in accordance with the Revised Statutes Annotated 
Chapter 31 Section 95-b. 


Article 8. It was moved, seconded and passed to authorize the Com- 
missioners of the District to transfer unexpended funds in the specific 
amount of Four Thousand One Hundred and Fifty Dollars ($4,150.00) 
in order to pay for a section of concrete sidewalk to be laid along the 
top of the embankment at the North End of Bass Beach, from the 
District funds to the Little Boar’s Head Improvement Fund currently 
administered by the Trustees of Trust Funds for the Town of North 
Hampton. 


Article 9. The Village District was authorized to expend $2,000.00 
to the Town of North Hampton covering the Village District’s share of 
improvements of the drainage of the marsh behind Bass Beach. After 
much discussion by members of the District, it was decided to pass the 
article subject to further hydraulic study. 

Article 9 was amended for hydraulic study, cost not to exceed $300.00. 
This article was passed and adopted with amendment. 


Article 10. It was moved, seconded and passed to raise and ap- 
propriate such sums of money as needed to pay for District expenses 
for the ensuing year, $14,500.00. 


Article 11. Other Business 
$25.00 is to be paid for the use of Union Chapel by the Commissioners 
of Little Boar’s Head for any official meeting of the District. 


There being no additional business the meeting was adjourned at 7:45 
pm.

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Flooding is not anew phenomenon. Above shows an old post 
card showing the marsh in flood stage in about 1910. Below is the 
flooding that occurred last April 10, 1987. When such flooding 
endangers the State highway, they will come down and open one 
of the old exits of Little River. It silts up, however, in about two days. 
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
